P  R  E  F  ACE 


The  object  in  publishing  this  pamphlet  is  to  present  to  those  interest- 
ed the  fact,  that  in  tlic  will  of  Siunuel  Guild  of  Lt;bai)on,  Conn.,  dated 
Feb.  G,  1748-!J,  we  have  a  record  which  proves  conclusively,  that  we, 
and  all  the  dest.endants  of  Jeremiah  Guild  of  the  fifth  pjeneration,  can 
trace  uur  genealogy  back  to  John  Guild,  who  settled  in  Dedhani,  Mass., 
about  the  year  lG3(i,  and  the  generations  in  this  book  aie  numbered 
from  him.  Since  the  publication  of  L.  A.  and  T.  Guild's  book  of  gen- 
ealogy, in  1877,  it  has  been  found  by  tlie  records  at  Lebanon,  that  Jer- 
emiah Guild,  of  the  fourth  generation,  married  for  ids  first  wife  ^lary 
Dudley,  and  had  one  child,  Cyiilhia;  and,  that  .-he  was  a  halt  sister  of 
Mary,  Samuel  and  Jeremiah  Guild,  (born  at  Middletown),  children  of 
Jeremiah  and  Elinui-  (Evartsj  Guild,  is  fidly  proved  liy  the  will  of  their 
gi-an<Jfathei'  mcnticjiicd  above,  and  ])uljli>hed  herein.  Ami  wc  publi.sh 
some  additional  records  of  descendants  of  Samuel  Guild  of  Lebanon, 
which  have  recently  been  collected  from  difl'erent  sources ;  and  also 
some  records,  found  in  Lebanon,  of  the  family  of  Israel  Gui'd,  born  in 
Dedham,  IGOO,   who  was  a  brother  of  the  above-named  Samuel.

THE  NATIONALITY  OP  THE  "GUIIJ)"  FAMILY. 


^N  a  letter  written  by  Otilviti  Guild,  Dedhani,  Muss.,  Oct. 

^H  22,  1857,  to  Truman  Guild,  Mjlton,  Coun.,  lie  says: 
^^t  "  Dear  Sir:  Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  lOtli  inst.  is  re- 
ceived, for  which  i)lease  accept  my  thanks.  You  say  that 
probably  your  grandfather  originated  in  (Juilford,  Conn.,  and 
that  his  ancestors  were  natives  of  Wales.  In  the  latter  part  of 
your  conjecture  I  think  you  are  mistaken.  I  have  conversed 
with  Benj.  Guild,  Esq.,  a  lawyer  in  Boston,  now  cSi  years  old, 
who  has  been  in  England  and  Scotland,  who  t(j()k  much  pains 
to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  tradition  you  speak  of.  He  says 
he  learned  beyond  a  doubt  that  our  ancestors  wen;  natives  of 
Scotland.  He  also  obtained  an  impress  of  the  old  coat  of  arms 
of  the  "  Guild  family,"  (there  pronounced  "  Gild,"  the  "  u  " 
silent),  and  now  carries  it  as  a  watch  seal.  I  think  I  can  give 
the  genealogy  of  your  ancestors;  at  least  I  h(»])e  so,  for  I  am 
desirous  of  finding  that  John  Guild  who  came  to  this 
country  about  the  year  1G30,  and  first  settled  in  Watertown, 
Mass.,  and  then  colonized  with  a  few  others  from  tlnit  town 
in  Dedham  in  1G3G,  is  the  common  ancestor  of  all  of  the  name 
in  New  England.  He  married  Elizabeth  Crooke,  in  IG45,  and 
had  seven  children,  two  only  of  whom  I  have  been  able  to  tiud 
any  descendants  for,  viz;  Samuel  and  John.  ^Samuel  was  born 
Sept.  7,  1G47,  and  Sept.  29,  KJTG,  he  m  u-ricd  Mary  Wood- 
cock, and  had  10  children;  of  these  ■'Sainurl  was  born  Oct.  12, 
1677;  Jan.  8,  1700,  he  married  Sai'ah   lIait>]iorn  and  had  live 
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uliildrcn,  viz:  *Sarah,  born  J)ec.  26,  1702,  ^Samiiul,  born  Sept. 
27,  1704,  *Mary,  born  July  25,  1707,  Jeremiah,  ]nn-n  July  3, 
1711,  and  *Phebe,  born  April  30,  1713.  Thus  far  I  lind  llie 
records  in  our  town  book  trace  their  children  no  farther.  Now 
I  hope  to  find  that  you  are  of  the  lost  tribe  of  Jereiuiali.  There 
is  another  family  of  the  lunne  in  Connecticut  that  I  Jiope  to 
trace  to  the  same  source.     Yours  Very  Truly,     CJ.  (iriLi*.  .ik." 

In  another  letter  of  a  later  date  Mr.  0.  Guild  wi'ites:

Dear  Sir:  I  have  received  from  our  jiostmaster  a  letter 
from  you,  dated  22d,  to  which  I  am  \  ery  ^lad  to  rejjly,  for  I 
am  intercst('(l  to  get  the  name  and  j)lace  or  hoMie  of  any  (Juild 
in  this  wide  workl.  I  send  you  by  mail  a  copy  of  my  bo(»i\, 
the  ''  Ouild  Family."  As  you  will  liml  in  my  preface,  two 
brothers  came  to  ]>edham,  \iz:  John  and  Samuel.  John  re- 
mained here,  and  fi'cjm  him  sprang  all  the  (ruilds  named  in 
my  book.  I  shall  be  \i'ry  glad  to  have  your  familv  re(,'()i'ds 
collected  and  the  connection  made  with  miiU'.  Voii  will  per- 
ceive that  a  considerable  number  ot  names  are  found  prevail- 
ing in  each  branch,  w  liich  makes  it  nu)ie  c-ertain  to  me  that 
the  families  are  connected.  Any  further  communication  from 
you  will  be  gladly  rec^eived.

THE  WILL  OF  SAMUEL  GUILT),  OF  THE  3d  GEN. 


In  the  name  of  God,  amen.  The  6th  day  of  February,  1748-9, 
I,  Samuel  Guild,  of  Lebanon,  in  the  county  of  Windham, 
Connecticut  Colony,  in  New  England,  being  sick  and  weak  in 
body,  but  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  given  to 
God:  therefore  calling  unto  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body, 
and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do 
nuike  and  ordain  tliis  my  last  Will  and  Testament:  That  is  to 
say,  principally  and  first  of  all,  I  give  and  recommend  my  soul 
into  the  hands  of  God  that  gave  it,  and  my  body  I  recommend 
to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  decent  Chi-istian  burial,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  my  executoi-s.  nothing  doubting  but  at  the  general 
resurrection  I  slnill  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty  pow- 
er of  God:  and  as  touching  such  earthly  estate  wliorewith  it 
has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life,  I  give,  devise  and 
dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manuer  and  form: 

L)ij>rimrs. — I  give  and  bequeath  to  Sarah,  my  dearly  beloved 
wife, the  sum  of  twouty-tive  ))ounds  in  bills  of  )Miblick  credit,  of 
the  old  tenor,  making  good  to  her  the  discount  or  sink  of  s'd 
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bills  of  credit  to  be  levied  out  of  my  estute,  together  with  all 
mv  household  goods,  debts,  and  uiovuhlc  eifeets,  and  likewise 
my  dwelling-house,  that  is  to  say  that  part  of  it  which  1  Ijuilt. 
exclusive  from  the  other  part  which  my  son  .Samuel  built  for 
iiimself,  to  be  imi)roved  by  her  diu'ing  her  natural  life:  and 
fnrlliermorc,  so  much  cydei'  and  ajtpels  out  of  my  j»art  of  the 
(jrchard  as  shall  be  nt'edful  for  lu'r  support  dining  her  natuial 
life.      Likewise  to  be  allowed  a  sullit'ieney  of  lire-wood. 

Ifm).  —  I  give  to  my  well  beloved  son  Samuel  (luild,  my  cane 
with  wliieh  1  used  to  walk,  or  in  lieu  thereof  twenty  hhillings 
of  }*  tenor 

Itriii. — I  give  to  the  heirs  of  my  well  beh)ved  son  Jeremiah 
Guild,  deceased:  in  the  llrst  plaee  1  give  to  my  well  beloved 
granddaughter,  C'ynthia  (iuild,  daughter  {»f  y"  above  s*"  Jere- 
miah Guild,  the  sum  of  live  poumi^.  old  tenor. 

J/' III. — I  give  j\lary  GuiM.  daiightr;  of  said  Jeremiaii  (iuild, 
the  sum  of  live  jiounds,  old  teiioi'. 

/mil.  —  I  give  Samuel  (Juild,  sou  to  the  aljove  s**  Jertimiah 
Guild,  the  sum  of  live  pounds  in  bills  of  eiedit  of  the  tdd  tenor. 

Ifciii. — I  give  to  my  giiiiidson,  Jeiemiah  (iuild,  son  to  said 
Jeremiaii  (iuild,  deceaseil,  the  sum  of  live  pounds  in  bills  of 
publiek  cieilit  of  the  old  tenor. 

—  I  likewise  give  all  the  renniinder  of  my  estate  which 
I  have  not  already  given  and  disposed  oL  in  this  my  last  will 
and  testament,  to  my  live  dauiihteis:  that  is  to  say,  to  my 
well  beloveil  daughier  Saraii,  the  wife  of  James  Wi'ight;  to 
my  W(.'ll  belo\ed  daughter  Mary,  tbo  wife  of  'I'hotnas  liVman; 
to  Phehe  my  well  helosed  dau-liter,  tlie  wife  of  Samuel  \\ood- 
ward;  to  my  well  lieloxed  daughter  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  John 
Sweatland;  to  my  well  beloved  daughter  Abigal,  the  wife  of 
Benjamin  Abel;  which  estate  hereby  given  to  these  my  daugh- 
ters, here  above  named,  shall  be  equally  di\ided  bet  ween  them, 
each  one  ha\  ing  an  eipial  propoi-tion.  ALiain,  I  likewise  con- 
stitute, make  and  ordain  mv  ti'ustv   aiul  well   belovi'd    sons-in-

annul, revoke  and  di.sallow  all  and  every  other  former  will-', 
Ix'.stanients,  le;^aey  and  be(|ne.^ts  executed  by  me,  in  any  ways 
before  named,  willed  ami  heiiueathed,  ratifying-  and  coidiian- 
in^-  this  and  no  ollu'r  to  bo  my  last  \\ill  and  testameiir.  In

])e.\u  Siu: — Yours  in  regard  to  the  Guild  family  came  duly 
to  hand,  and  1  am  sorry  to  he  under  the  necessity  of  ue_nK'et- 
iug  to  answer  .so  lung,  and  hope  what  1  have  to  comnuinicate 
nniy  still  be  in  season,  if  of  any  importance.  As  J'euards 
Guilds  in  this  State  I  know  nothing,  save  hy  report.  Tliere 
was  a  faniilv  that  lived  in  I'Vaneestown  sduu;  years  since,  (.-o  I 
am  inf(u-nied),  hut  before  1  came  lu're,  and  I  kiujw  iKjthiiig  of 
llieir  history.  I  lhin]>:  tliere  are  none  there:  now.  I  came  from 
\'ermont  t(»  this  place  antl  located  some  o  years  ago.  ]\Iy 
brother  Asa  came  ono  year  hiter,  and  we  ami  our  snudl  fami- 
lies are  the  only  |)ersons  I  know  (jf  by  the  mime  of  (hiild  in 
the  State.  I  will  now  give  tlie  history  in  brief  of  my  progen- 
itors as  far  back  as  I  can  trace  them.  My  great  gi'aiidfaOier's 
nana.'  was  Jacob,  and  had  his  origin  and  I  think  !ivi;il  in  early 
life  in  Lebauiai,  Coini.,  what  was  then  known  as  Lebanon 
Crank.  He  moved  to  Ihalield,  Mass.,  and  sellled  on  the  Con- 
necticut liiver,  in  a  neighborhooil  known  as  West  Farms,  lie 
had  hve  sons  and  two  daughters,  Joseph,  Jesse,  Nathaniel,  Si- 
las, Israel,  l.avinia  and  ilannah.  Joseiih  and  Jesse  nnirricd 
sisters  by  the  name  of  Sniith.  Joseph  had  n<j  children.  Jes- 
se was  my  grandtather.  l>oth  served  in  the  war  of  the  Hevo- 
lutiou,  nmlei'went  gnrnt  privations,  and  were  HJightly  I'ewarded 
by  Jose[)h's  being  [iromoted  to,  and  I'eceivt'd  a,  captain's  com- 
mission, and  Jcs.u'  was  nnide  orderly  sergeant.  Joseiih  linaily 
I'eturned  to  llatlield,  where  he  ever  afterwards  liyed,  and  died 
a  few  years  since  at  an  advanced  age.  Ji'Shtt  mai'ried  eai'ly,  1 
think  at  the  age  of  ID,  (having  served  three  years  previous  in 
the  war),  and  remo\ed  to  ilahfax,  \'t.,  where  he  followed  ll)e 
trade  of  bhudvsmith,  and  at  the  same  time  tilled  the  soil,  lie 
li\ed  to  the  age  or  ^i,  and  died  only  some  ten  yeai's  since,   lie 
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IkuI  live  sons  and  two  daughters,  Chester,  Calvin,  Israel,  Asa, 
Hannah,  Joel  and  Elizabeth.  (Jliester  liad  a  family,  but  no 
sons  that  lived  tu  gvow  up.  lie  lived  and  died  in  Halifax;  his 
family  are  now  there.  Calvin  is  my  father  and  now  lives  hi 
Halifax,  Vt.,  on  the  same  farm  where  he  was  born,  and  whcje 
my  grandfather  ever  lived  after  he  went  to  Vermont  My 
father  has  a  family  of  8  ehildi-en.  Their  names  are  as  follows: 
William,  Asa,  Spencer,  Julia,  Sarah  G.,  Phineas  IL,  Thomas 
\V.,  Jiiifus  \i.  My  uldest  brother  William  lives  on  the  farm 
with  father.  Asa  is  in  this  plaec  in  a  st(jre,  and  I  am  also  en- 
;^agcd  in  ti'ade.  Julia  married  Luke  Kingsbury,  and  has  re- 
cently removed  to  ^Vayne,  III.  Sarah  nuirried  her  cousin  Al- 
bert Cuild,  son  of  Israel  (iuild.  Tile  others  are  unmarried, 
riiineas  li.  is  a  jjliysician  in  Plaiiilield,  III.;  'J'homas  W.  is  a 
cutter  in  a  clothing  store  in  IJoston,  Mass.;  liufus  B.  is  in 
Knox  College,  (jialesburg,  III.  Israel  (sonuf  Jesse)  had  a  fami- 
ly of  four  sons  and  two  daughters.  Their  names  were  Eunictj, 
Lyman,  William,  Albert,  Harriet  and  Cornelius.  All  are  liv- 
ing except  Lyman,  who  died  some  three  or  four  years  since. 
All  are  settled  in  Wayne,  III.  I  know  very  little  of  them  save 
All)ert,  who  married  my  sister  Sarah,  and  is  a  very  thrifty 
merchant.  The  others  are  re|)orted  thrifty  farmers.  J(»el 
moved  to  Pennsylvania  when  young  or  soon  after,  married  ami 
died  there,  leaving  a  family  of  which  I  know  nothing.  Can- 
not now  give  the  names  excei)ting  one  whose  name  is  Jesse. 
Asa  enlisted  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  never  returned.  Hannah 
and  Elizabeth  were  neither  married.  Hannah  died  in  l^oO. 
Elizabeth  is  still  living  in  Halifax. — Now  to  return  to  my 
grandfather's  brothers,  younger  than  himself:  Israel  married 
and  had  a  family,  and  after  his  sons  were  grown  up  all  moved 
^Vest,  to  wliat  place  I  cannot  now  tell.  Their  names,  so  far 
as  1  can  now  recall  them,  were  Jose])h,  Ceorgc,  Dyer,  and 
>some  daughters  whose  names  I  have  forgotten.  His  son  Jo- 
seph now  lives  in  Butfalo,  N.  Y.     Nathaniel  marrii;d  and  mov- 
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oil  to  TIartford,  Vt..  wlieio  lie  tlird  in  middle  life.  I  kno^y 
nothing  of  his  family,  thoii-h  I  think  sonic  of  them  aie  now 
living  there.  Silas,  1  know  notliing  of  his  liistory  save  he  was 
somewhat  roving  in  his  disi»osition.  1  cannot  tell  whclhcr  he 
is  now  living  or  not.  Lavinia  nnirricd  a  man  by  ihe  name  of 
Snow  and  lived  in  Whatelv,  Ma^..  ;  she  died  in  early  life,  or  I 
thiidc  before  the  nu'ridian.  ihinnah  married  a  man  hy  nanus 
of  Parker  and  sellled  in  the  easterly  jKirt  of  Whately;  she  died 
last  year,  being  over  '.)U  years  cf  age.  She  and  my  grandfather 
both  retain  their  iihysical  and  mental  ea])aeities  in  a  rennirka- 
blc  degree  till  late  in  life;  the  others  1  did  not  know  so  well 
in  their  later  years.  'JMie  family  or  race  of  (luilds  to  whieh  1 
b(dong  are  nsually  physieally  tall,  sta'aight,  slim,  rather  long, 
rathei'  ihin,  marked  features,  high  foreheads,  have  great  firm- 
ness, and  usually  tenacaous  of  an  opinion.  Perhaps  you  will 
be  able  to  form  an  opinion  from  mimes,  origin  and  general 
l)hysiologieal  eluiraeter  whether  we  are  "  kin  "  or  not.
